1 do not object to this, and only 
mention it as further evidence lhat there is no disposition 
either dn law or cuslom to impose on the poor; on the con-' 
trary, that they arc the objects of our concern and benevo- 
lence."

It must be admitted that the laws of this country are'highly 


favorable to-people of limited means, or no means at all, 'I he 
children of the poorest have the benefits of free schools, Irce 
libraries, free public play grounds and many other privileges 
lhat are free to all,'whatever (heir circumstances, and are thus 
enabled to fit themselves,lo make their way in (he world, and 
particularly hi a country that offers unbounded opportunities 
to every ambitious and capable boy and girl. That such pro- 
vision for Ihe pobr bears good fruit is attested by the fact that 
many of 'llje"most successful men in the country were poor 
boys who forged their way'lo the front by hard work and 
'steady attention to business. 


As wealth.has Increased there has been developed a ten- 


dency to attribute its accumulation lo the exploitation of the 
poor! There mayMiave been instances which would a fiord 
warrant for this belief, but that such is the rule is far from 
being-true.- In
